closed by the burglars, which Is said 
by the police to have boon why the 
explosion was so muffled us to attract 
little attention.

Just as 
President McKlnley's were with the 
conservative wing. 
Of course, both 


men have endeavored always to rep 
resi-nt the entire party, and to Keep It 
from open rupture upon any ono of 
the Issues in regard to which there 
have been factional differences. They 
have never broken with their party, 
sis President 
Cleveland 
practically 


•lid In his second term, and In every- 
thing which they have sought to do 
they have proceeded 
strictly within 


party lines. 
But President McKlnlcy 


always approached a decision 
from 


the jHilnt of view of the conservative 
jHirtion of his 
party—that 
faction 


which stood for things as they are 
nnd opposed any changes or reforms, 
especially those calculated to disturb 
largo business Interests. 


President Hoosovelt, on the other 


lianil. has approached every subject 
from 
the 
liberal 
and 
progressive 


standpoint, and he has not hesitated 
to take positions In opposition to the 
"stand pal" element of his 
party. 


It Is very noteworthy that with 
the 


most 
splendid 
endorsement that a 


candidate for president ever receiv- 
ed at the poll* he Is about to enter 
upon his second term with his Ideas 
still in unison with tho liberal and 
progressive clement of his party. 


There are two subjects now 
fore- 


most before the people of this coun- 
try. One of these Is the question of 
regulation of tho corporations. 
In 


regard to the latter, tho president has 
spoken plainly nnd taken an advanc- 
ed position, oven recommending- an 
Increase In the powers of tho Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to regu- 
late railroad rates.

Roosevelt's 


IKillcy is that of progression. It Is

but progression by evolution.

There Is to 
be no "running amuck."

SUGGESTED THAT 


LEGISLATURE ACT 


Elkhart Lake Man Suggests Changes 


in the Present Game Laws 


by Legislature. 


Mr. O. A. La Budde of Elkhart 


Lake, a welt known citizen of that 
place, and a sp6rtsman of no little 
repute, lias some Very practical Ideas 
regarding the changes necessary in 
the present game laws. In regard to 
the present section of the law pro 
hlbltlng the spring shooting of ducks, 
Mr. 1-n Budde says that It should be 
repealed, as the protected mallard, 
teal and wood duck are usually with 
the other varieties, and the hunting 
and pursuing of one variety naturally 
drives away or disturbs from breed- 
Ing the native or protected duck. 


Mr. La Buddo thinks the present 


law, as It affects the preserving and 
hunting of deer, linn done much good, 
and Is being generally understood and 
better observed each 
year. 
The 


changes that ho suggests, and which 
are In line with tho suggestion and 
recommendations of all practical hun- 
ters, nro these. A metal or more sub- 
stantially made coupon should be at- 
tached to the deer, as the present pa- 
per coupon will not withstand 
the 


weather, let alone the hard usage it 
receives In shipping; as to transpor- 
tation, he thinks the 
section 
that 


obliges the shipper to accompany his 
game should be repealed, as It works 
hardship on the hunter. 
It often 


happens that a hunter has not time 
to get Ills game transferred while 
making close connections In changing 
cars, and Is obliged to lay over an 
hour or two. Shipping by express Is 
very expensive. The change that Mr. 
Ui Budde would recommend 
hero 


would bo to allow shipping of deer 
by any transportation company, boat.

CALENDAR FOR CHINESE. 


Complies with the Mongolian Belief 


That the World Is. Flat- 


Odd Features. 


The United States government print- 


ing office lately Issued.one of the most 
remarkaole calendars ever published 
In any country. It Is designed, says a 
Washington report, for tho use of tho 
Chinese bureaus In various parts of 
American territory and was got up by 
Chinese 
Inspector 
and 
Interpreter 


John Endlcott Gardner, of San Fran- 
clsco. It is a full calendar for both 
Chinese, and English speaking people 
since 184!), and Is printed In snch a 
style that a single reference la nuUl- 
dent to establish any date. 


An odd fact about this new calendar 


la the compliance In Its Chinese por- 
tion with the ancient belief that the 
world Is flat, therefore there cannot 
be any change of dote and day when 
crossing tho one hundred and eight- 
ieth degree of longitude. 


Such a compilation has'long been 


felt to be a necessity both by govern- 
ment officials charged with the. duties 
of enforcing the Chinese exclusion act 
and by attorneys appearing on behalf 
of Chinese applicants for 
admission 


into the United States. 


The year 1840 was determined upon 


as the first year of tills calendar for, 
tho reason that Chinese Immigration 
Into {he United States began In earn- 
est In that year, as the result of tho 
discovery of gold In 
California 
the 


year before.

THE LAND OF BURNS 


TRIP THROUGH THE COUNTRY 


DEAR TO ALL SCOTCHMEN. 


Relics of the Famoue Poet Preserved 


at Many Places Which He Immor- 
talized In His Verse—At the "Auld 
Brig o' Doom" 


(Special Correspondence.) 


One of the most Interesting trips to 


a Scotchman is tlirough tho Land of 
Burns. For that purpose we left Lan- 
cashire recently, and mado our first 
stop at Dumfries, surrounded by tho 
most sacred haunts of tho poet. Dum- 
fries appears to bo. a mixture of fino 
buildings and narrow streets, without 
a 'bus or a tram, and wo were sur- 
prised to find there were no electric 
cars between Dumfries and Maxwell- 
town, which are divided by the Klvcr 
Nlth, crossed by a line suspension 
bridge, the old bridge, and the new 
one. After viewing some of the public 
buildings wo wend our way to Burns 
street, a straggling, narrow thorough- 
fare, where the poet lived and died. 
We were received by-Burns' great- 
granddaughter, Jean Armour llrown, 
a pleasant, buxom lady, with fine dark 
eyes and a striking resemblance to the 
poet. There arc many mementoes In 
the bouse, and Jenn, with a certain 
amount 
of 
prlile, turned over the 


leaves of a largo volume which con- 
tained tho Inscriptions attached to 
the wreaths sent by admirers from 
all parts of tho world at tho centenary 
of the poet's death. 


Continuing our 
Journey, wo find, 


along a narrow passage In High street, 
the (ilobe Inn ("Hums' HowlT"). where 
Burns was the center of many merry 
parties. Mrs. Smith, the genial pro- 
prietress, brought forth from a recess 
the poet's chair. In which wo sat, and 
In rooms above wero window panes on 
which ho wrote two verses to "Lovely 
Polite Stewart" and "Gin a llody Meet 
a Body," a punch bowl and jug with 
toddy 
ladle, another 
chair of the 


poet's, his wife's chair. 
Highland 


Mary's chair, etc. 
Higher up tho 


same street we came across 
"The 


Holo in lh* \Va'" Inn, which, we aro 
Informed, dates from 1C20. Here wo 
were pleasantly received by the pro- 
prietor, Mr. John Thomson, n great 
collector of Burnslnna, who has many 
Interesting 
mementoes, 
including 


Burns' Hwordbtlck. which ho present- 
ed to his friend John Richmond: an 
excise return for Maxwelltown. signed 
and examined by Burns; a part of 
the Mason's apron of the pout, etc. 


. \Vc next visit St. Michael's church- 


yard,, where, lie .the rcmalna of Burns, 
his wife, and'five"t<on8 in a mausoleum, 


• 
in which TB~ a bas-relief representing 
Burns at the plow, looking tit a vision 
of Highland Mary. 
Many ancient 


monuments are to be found In tho 
churchyard, and on one (the Cros- 
bless) the pedigree can be traced from 
KJ74 to the present day. 
At tho top 


of High street is Burns' statue, show- 
Ing his favorite dog resting Its head 
on his foot—a striking monument; 
but we think It would look to better 
advantage If raised a few yards. 


Leaving Dumfries, our next stop 


was Kilmarnoc, where a fine monu- 
ment of Burns Is to be seen on nu 
eminence in Kay park: In fact, wo 
think it Is one of the best statues of 
the features of the poet. So It should 
be. for was It not In "Auld Klllle" tho 
first edition of his poems was printed? 
Behind tho statue Is an Interesting 
Burnslana museum. 


Ayr was our next place of Interest, 


the surroundings of which were so 
closely connected with Hobble's life. 
A pleasant walk from the station of 
about two miles brought us to the 
world-known cottage where the pout 
was born. Wo suppose it is the same 
cottage, but the exterior looks very 
different to some of the old prints. 
The surroundings of the cottage liavo 
been Improved since our 
previous 


visit, and the many articles appertain- 
ing to Burns are clearly si-own In tho 
museum adjoining. \Ve look In at old 
Alloway Glrk. 'so vividly portrayed In 
"Tarn o' Shnnter." where 
"Ax Taminlo gtotver'il. nnuiz'il, and curl- 
on*. 
The mlrlh aril fun nrrw fast and furl-

("Paddy's Milestone") and Arran. Glr 
van was nt one time n well-known 
weaving village, but the old had to 
give way to the new, and not manj 
looms are left. 
We call on Maggie 


Hayes, a witty Ayrshire weaver. In 
Wreck street, where the old hand 
weaving loom and spinning jenny aro 
still to be seen working, though they 
are over 100 years old. 


One of tho Interesting spots \vo 


visited In this neighborhood vas Kirk- 
Oswald, tho birthplace of the poet's 
mother, with Its old churchyard, dat- 
ing back several centuries, where Tarn 
o' Shanter and Souter Johnnie are 
burled. 
Souter 
Johnnie's 
wife 
la 


burled on tho opposite side of the 
churchyard, but whether in case they 
would "fall out," history Is silent. We 
came across an

damo at Maybole, who Informed us 
she was 103 years old. 
She 
had 


walked three miles, carrying eggs and 
honey In a basket, and was going to 
return the same day.

Trom Prehistoric Times the Ground 


Has Been a Sacred Spot — Site for 
Many Magnificent Edifices Built by 
the Roman Emperors:

Fiom prehistoric times tho ground 


now occupied by the Vatican gardens 
has been a sacred spot, Although tho 
Vatican hill, overlooking tho Eternal 
City, was not surrounded with tho 
protecting walls until the ninth cen- ' 
tury, the place which has sheltered 
tho Pope was considered consecrated. 
Tho earliest legends speak of the hill 
as tho abode of a god. 
Augustus. 


when ho divided the city, designated 
it as the last of the fourteen regions. 
The beautiful grounds, that rise gen- ' 
tly and then form a point uf vantage, 
high above the city proper, were once 
tho site of tho gardens of Agrlppina 
and the still more famous ones of 
Domltlan. Manj: historic monuments 
and places of amusement In the early 
Roman times stood on the grounds 
now given up to tho Vatican, and. 
which In point of architectural sig- 
nificance rivaled In beauty the ele- 
gance of the present buildings. Hero 
was tho circus of Caligula, which wan 
rendered conspicuous by tho lofty obe- 
lisk which now adorns thu piazza of 
St. I'utor's. the one obelisk which cii- 
joys tho distinction of never having 
boon leveled to the ground.

Vesuvius named Mount Contnronl In 
1841, tho natives are usually given 
fair warning of approaching eruptions, 
and can consequently rotlro In safety. 


Vesuvius has noon moro or less con-

For 


several centuries after the outburst 
In 1300 It became dormant. Tho prin- 
cipal eruptions have been as follows:

DEGENERACY OF THE 
POLYNE- 


SIANS OF TO-DAY. 


Signs Plentiful That In the Heyday of 


Their Civilization They Had Knowl- 
edfle of Mechanical Lawa—A*re Fast 
Disappearing. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


In the heyday of his civilization the 


Polynesian 
erected jjreat temples, 


many of which contained stones al- 
most as largo as the stones of the 
temples of Haalbec. In the Marquesas 
Islands to-day the traveler will find 
great stone platforms 
and 
terraces, 


which show a knowledge of mechan- 
ical laws of which the present natives 
are wholly Ignorant. Somo of thesa 
stones are from ten to flfteon feet long 
and Hve and six; feet thick. Their 


. sides are smooth, although they show 


no print of the chisel. • On these Cy- 
clopean 
platforms, or "pae''pac," aa 


they are called, the natives now erect 
their bamboo huts, and those who 
still refuse Christianity say the gods 
put those great stones In place. 


That tho Polynesian of to-day has 


degenerated from lack of communica- 
tion with tho outside world Is shown 
by the similar fate of domesticated an- 
imal*. The horses anil cattle that 
have been introduced sicken and die 
after a few generations. Dogs ara 
plentiful, but they are of a low, mon- 
grel type. The legions of pigs ar« 
paid to be Indigenous, but according 
to some writers they were taken 
thither by early navigators. The Poly- 
nesian pig. however. Is a pitiful speci- 
men when compared with the mighty 
porkers of the American prairie. Al- 
though he Is treated 
by his native 


master as a pet, accompanies his mis- 
tress on her walks through the vil- 
lage, and sleep!* with the rest of the 
family on a bed of cocoa leaves, yet he 
shows no outward Hl^ns of his proud 
position. 


Their talk is loud, though not un- 


pleasant, for there are hardly any con- 
sonants 
In 
their 
langiftgc. 
Tho 


French yoke does not rest easily upon 
their necks, and they contribute little 
revenue to their masters. Their chief 
tribute la derived from fines Imposed 
upon them for the Illicit manufacture 
of the fcrmontcQ milk of the cocoanut. 
Their love for this Intoxicant Is so po- 
tent thnt they persist In making and 
drinking It on every occasion. 


Because of the decreasing number 


of children duo to Infanticide, it Is a, 
common practice for a childless couple 
to adopt as sons and daughters men 
and women almost as old as them- 
selves. Some travelers say that two- 
thirds of the children are killed as 
soon as 'they are born, and Ellis, in 
his "Researches." tells of women who 
had killed six, eight or ten of their in- 
fants.

The French Polynesian claims t 


bo the most skillful 
tattooer in th 


world. None of tho sailors who vis 
him can show such elaborate design 
as ho can execute. 
Before ho hear 


the missionaries talk of Christ an 
the one God. the native of the Mar- 
quesas and the Paunnoto Islands re 
garded the tattoo as "taboo," or sa 
crcd. The higher n man's station, th 
more extensively, was his skin punc 
tured.

themselves with tattooed pictures. A 
woman was not tattooed until she wn 
married, but should sho have roya 
blood she let It flow from almost a 
many marks as tho priest.

Thus in 
tho times antedating tho advent of 
Christianity there tho taboo prevented 
women from the uso of canoes.

was death for n woman even to enter 
a dugout when It had been hauled 
ashore.

"taboo" and go to heaven after death. 
Many of tho Polynesian subjects ol
